War Work in the Kitchen is 
Urged as the Big Thing 
Now. 


Washington, D. C., July 30.—^A me- 
morable appeal from President Wilson 
lo the women of the nation, whether 
living in city, town or country, was 
Issued today through Secretary of Ag- 
riculture D. F. Houston, to take Imme- 
diate steps to avoid a threatened loss 
of vast amounts of perishable fruits 
and vegetables, especially in twenty- 
four states that have asked govern- 
mental assistance and information on 
the subject of "How Housewives May 
Immediately Start Canning, Preserv- 
ing, Pickling, Drying and Storing." 


The advance organization work has 
all been completed tjy a special com- 
mittee working nationally under the 
direction of Secretary of Agricultup» 
Houston and the most intensive cam- 
paign, especially in the twenty-four 
states in distress, will be conducted 
during the next three weeks. 


The President's Letter. 
The president's letter follows: 
The White House, Washington. 


July 28. 1917. 
Mr. Secretary and Gentlemen of the 


Committee : 
I very earnestly desire to com- 
mend your plans and to second your 
efforts to secure the conservation of 
surpluses of perishable food prod- 
ucts. 
Out of the depths of their 
patriotism the farmers of the nation 
gave an immediate and effective re- 
sponse to my appeal to increase pro- 
duction. 
Providence favored them 
and we have not only the prospect of 
increased crops of a number of sta- 
ples but also the certainty of a large 
production of fruits and vegetables. 


But increased production, import- 
ant as it is, is only a part of the 
solution of the food problem. 
It is 
of the first importance that we take 
care of what has been raised and 
make it available for consumption. 
This ta k is of peculiar urgency with 
reference to our perishable 
farm 
products. 
It is essential not only 
that adequate measures be taken to 
secure their conservation but also 
that the department of agriculture 
redouble its efforts to assist produc- 
ers in the matter of marketing. 


I am informed that in many sec- 
tions in which fruits and vegetables 
have been produced in abundance 
tho people already are canning and 
d-ylng them in large quantités. 
But 
we fihould be content with nothing 
short of the perfection of organiza- 
tion and should be unwilling that 
anything should be lost. 
In this 
hour of peril, I am concerned, as I 
know you are. with the necessity 
of avoiding waste. 
Every 
bushel 
of potatoes properly stored, every 
pound of vegetables properly put by 
for future use. every jar of fruit 
preserved 
add that much to our 
insurance of victory, add that much 
to hasten the end of this conflict. To 
win we must have maximum effi- 
ciency in all directions. We can not 
win without complete and effective 
concentration of all our efforts. 


We can all aid by increasing our 
consumption of perishable products. 
Such of them as we can efficiently 
utilize, we must utilize, and. by so 
doing, relieve the strain on our store 
of staples. 
We must aim to con- 
sume these things locally so far as 
possible and thus relieve the pres- 
sure 
on 
transportation 
agencies, 
freeing them for the more efficient 
handling of products required for 
military purposes. 
What we can 
not presently conume we must con- 
serve. 


The service we are 
asking 
the 
people to render in this matter Is a 
public service. 
It is one primarily 
for the household. 
Upon the house- 
wife much of the burden of the task 
will fall. 
I join you In your appeal 
to the women of the nation, whether 
living In a city, town, or country, to 
devote their time, so far as it may 
be feasible and necessary, to the 
performance of this very essential 
work. 
Among them some will be 
found who are fitted by experience 
to teach others, and they will put 
their knowledge whole-heartedly at 
the service of their neighbors. 


I am sure that we may confidently 
count upon the co-operation of the 
editors of the nation in disseminat- 
ing the necessary information. 
I 
am equally certain that the govern- 
. ors and the food committees ap- 
pointed 
by them In the states in 
which, this food problem is urgent 
will leave nothing undone to attack 


^ it promptly and to assist In solv- 
ing it.

Washington, D. C., July 30.—Indi- 
ana has a surplus of perishable fruits 
and vegetables, which may go to waste 
unless the "mothers and daughters" 
stuffs. 
In order, nowever. to reach 
every housewife, the department 
is 
calling on every woman to take to 
respond immediately to President Wil- 
son's appeal today to the women of the 
nation. 
In order to avoid this waste, 
there must be Immediate, organized, 
intelligent energy expended In canning, 
preserving, pickling, drying and stor- 
ing these products for local consump- 
tion. 


This problem must be solved locally. 
No federal or state governmental or- 
ganization can solve it without the ac- 
tion of the women themselves in every 
city and town. 
It is a simple problem, 
appealing to the common sense of all 
women whose efforts have helped in 
part to bring about the large produc- 
tion of fruits and vegetables In city 
and rural gardens which 
is in 
part 
threatened with waste. 


These facts have been pounded home 
in every state by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Houston through every agency of 
the department since the harvesting 
season began. 
The entire extension 
force of the department of agriculture 
is actively engaged in conserving food- 
heart the words of the president and 
to realize that her own welfare, to- 
gether with the welfare of the entire 
nation, demands that these products be 
saved for local consumption. 


Every woman who has no garden is 
asked to "pitch in" and purchase full 
supplies for her own immediate and 
future use.

Telegraphic

and waste if the women do not act im- 
mediately.

He is raising, under his own 
supervision, enough vegetables to sup- 
ply the entire general staff. 


When General Petain arrived at the 
simple village now serving as general 
headquarters, he found spacious lawns 
and fiower gardens. 
He obtained per- 
mission from the proprietor to dig 
them up. 
Roses and other climbing 
plants have been replaced by beans, 
peas, cabbage, tomatoes and potatoes. 


The general is out at daylight every 
morning. Inspecting his crops and di- 
recting the work of the soldiers who 
occupy their leisure off duty weeding 
and cultivating the garden. These men 
were all picked for their vegetable gar- 
dening experience, but General Petain 
Is often able to give them good hints 
as to how to grow vegetables.

He Is organizing the work of repair- 
ing the drives In city parks and of in- 
stalling additional tennis courts In 
Lakesde and Welsser parks.

oversee grading work in Weisser park 
this week. 


"The city park system is in good 
shape. 
I think Mr. Getz did as much 
as he could with the funds at hand." 
commented Mr. Jaenlcke. 


"Trees along the city drives are in 
good condition at present but arrange- 
ments should be made to have them 
cared for in a systematic waj'. A good 
many of the trees are Infested with 
cataplller nests. 
These nests will pro- 
duce maths.

Washington, D. C., July 
31.—In- 
crease of the pending $1,670,000,000 
war tax bill to a total of $2,008,000,000 
was decided upon today by the senate 
finance committee. 


Increases on corporation's normal 
income taxes, on incomes of individ- 
uals of $15,000 and over, and a further 
increase of $1 per gallon on distilled 
spirits and fifty cents a barrel more on 
beer, with a few other minor tax in- 
creases, will make up the additional 
levy. 


The committee decided to increase the 
present 2 per cent normal rate on corpor- 
ate incomes to 6 per cent as against 4 per 
cent in the bill as originally drawn. It is 
expected to yield $162,000,000 additional 
revenue. The increase in surtax rates on 
indiiidual incomes of $16,000 and more 
was estimated to raise from $25,000,000 
to $36,000,000.- addiUoaaL ::2i©w ^ excess 
profits taxes will be agreed upon later. 


Surtaxes Not Decided. 


The exact rate of the surtax increase 
on individual incomes of $15,000 and more 
were not decided. 
The income tax in- 
creases would result ian total levy upon 
corporate and individual incomes of the 
war of at least $1,040,700,000, as com- 
pared With a yield of $330,000,000 a year 
under existing law. The original bill pro- 
vided for additional war levies upon all 
incomes of $543,700,000 and the commit- 
tee's decision today would add at least 
$187,000,000 more. In view of the heavy 
increase for incomes it was stated that 
the committee might decide against a 
further increase on excess profits.

PBE3IPENT WINS A POINT. 


President Wilson contrived to impress a 
majority of the conferees on the food control 
bill with what he believes ought to be done 
and' the measure will be reported back with 
a,cceptanee of the house provision for a single 
food director to be appointed by the president 
without confirmation. That is a big gain, but 
it apparently does not bring the fight in the 
senate to an end. 
Gore, of Oklahoma, and 
3eed, of Missouri—^both of whom have bit- 
terly fought the house bill—^promise further 
trouble and Gore threatens a filibuster. It is 
believed ,nevertheless, that the bill can be en- 
acted into law despite the kicking and ob- 
Btructions of the wilful few. 


The food bill is an extraordinary measure 
'designed to meet the emergencies of an extra- 
ordinary situation. Under normal conditions 
such an expedient would not be thought of; 
but with the country at war in a great strug- 
gle that will strain all its resources as it has 
BÎmilary strained other nations engaged in it, 
Eo expedients can be ignored that will con- 
serve and increase the strength of the nation 
and improve its position in the conflict. 
To 
Eontrol food, increase production, prevent 
w^aste, forestall rapacity, mend 
marketing 
practices and correct distribution, all to the 
single end that our own people shall have 
jieuty free from extortion and that our al- 
ios ifiay be assisted to the best of our whole 
ability to meet their needs are comprehended 
ihe fi^damental purpose 
of food 
control. 
Phere.ojean be no doubt that a single director 
ipith broad authority will be able to obtain 
better results in a more satisfactory way than 
a board of three or of any number. In mat- 
ters oif judgment it may often be true that 
"three heads are better than one," but in 
purely executive practices this does not hold. 
Vye have just had an illuminating example of 
^ divided authority attempting to establish 
and execute plans for the meeting of a great 
dational emergency. What developed in re- 
spect of the ship-building program might and 
doubtless would develop in the business of 
food control were this function to be shared 
by a board of three. 


It will better serve the country and the 
country's allies and prove in all ways more 
satisfactory in its relations to the people here 
to have this thing administered by one man 
i^nd that, man Herbert C. Hoover. Mr, Hoover 


the one man who by common consent of all 
pei'sons everywhere is fitted by native capaci- 
ties and special experience to undertake the 
•work for America. He is the man upon whom 
the president has fixed his choice. Under the 
bill as passed by the house and agreed upon 
by the conferees the appointment and remov- 
al of the food director will rest entirely with 
the president. 
If Mr. Hoover or any other 
sliould fail to realize a reasonable expectation, 
^ould attempt to carry things with a high 
band^ OT in any way make a mess of his dicta- 
torial office there would be and could be no 
embarrassment of the president's authority 
to deal promptly and rigorously with the sit- 
uation. 


We believe the great mass of the people of 
this country are in favor of a director and 
consider Mr. Hoover the man for the job. The 
senators who attempt to further obstruct the 
coursée, of legislation designed to meet one of 
the most critical of the country's needs in this 
portentous crisis of the nation will have the 
people to deal with. The Gores and the Reeds 
and the Yard amans and the Stones of the Uni- 
ted States senate will not escape. 
Remem- 
brjince of their conduct in this hour of nation- 
al trial and peril will be saved up against 
them.

the government -has not been idle meanwhile. 
The various agenpeies attached to or employed 
by the department of justice have beeft feupy 
and the probability ia that fei«; slackers have 
escaped notice. 


At all eyents the announcenuent comes from 
Washington that the department of justice is 
now ready-to proceed with rigor 
against 
those who, being of conscriptive age, neglectr 
ed to register. Prosecution under the selective 
conscription law will not be a trifling affair. 
The law provides severe penal consequences 
besides which the slacker way be làade to do 
his bit under well designed compulsions froni 
which there is not much chance of getting 
away. 
The order from Washington is that 
persons who should have registered and did 
not shall now be registered and that against 
them criminal proceedings shall forthwith be 
instituted. They are to be lodged in jail if 
they are unable to furnish heavy bond. After 
having been registered slackers will be given 
numbers and, if physically fit, will be subject 
to call for the first draft to the national army- 


There ought to be uncommon diligence to 
get slackers of this kind on the rolls. It will 
be an injustice to all of the near ten millions 
of young men who did registier and a greater 
injustice to those who ipay be selected for 
service that any able-bodied slackers should 
escape their portion of the general liability. 
Poltroonry is despicable under any circum- 
stances, but it becomes an offlense of peculiar 
flagrancies when it skulks and hides or runs 
away from those duties of manhood and those 
obligations of free citizenship that the vast 
majority of men are too brave and too proud 
as well as too patriotic to attempt to evade. 


The federal department 
of 
justice 
has 
therefore commanded a diligent hunt for 
slackers and a rigorous prosecution of all who 
are caught. No doubt there here and there 
hi a case of a man who either from ignorance 
of the law or by reason of circumstances not 
in his control failed to register. 
Reasonable 
proof of this will most probably gain all de- 
served leniency. Others have been influenced 
not to register. In such cases not the delin- 
quent but those who worked upon him to de- 
fault his duty should be the object of the law's 
rigors.

The right of a citizen to oritieiae the 
government lyas upheld by an opinion 
which assuredly carries a great deal ql 
weight with it. 
Justice Hendrlck re- 
marks 
that

misconceptiofi 
"has 
arisen of the distinptipn between a 
critipisin of the law and ap incitement 
to violate the law. 
^He two are not 
the same but have been confused be- 
cause so many people who a^tackied the 
law, notably the military service act, 
were known to be potently,! violator^ 
and eager to incite others to do so 
while attempting to stay within the 
letter of their legal rights." 


The Justice's decisipri, in pne in- 
stance, set free a man who had been 
sentenced to serve thirty days in prison 
for distributing circulars on which 
were prip^d ej^tracts from the "Con- 
stitution" and "Deciaration of Inde- 
pendence," with the questiqn, "Dpes 
our government live up to these prin- 
ciples?" 


On this point an eastern critic re- 
marks; 
"It is well for all to bear in 
mind th^t the honest^ criticism of ex- 
ecutives, legislators and other olTlcerp 
and of fundamental i^nd statutory law, 
is bpth lawful and necessary if we are 
to malçe any progress. 
At the samg 
time It will be unfortunate if Justice 
Hendrick's opinion is construed by Ne^v 
York's anarchists and other dii^turbers 
to mean |hey can go ahead. The wise 
will not take advantage of what they 
know to be their rights, and will curl) 
their desire tp attempt to obstruct t^e 
miut;^ry law, even when thçy believe 
they can 'get away with it.' "

This Is far from the truth. 
The 
council of national defense has abso- 
lutely no authority to buy for tl^e govr 
ernmept. 
Ite only function Is to Inr 
vestlgate, report and to make recom- 
mendations. 


T^f only men on the council with 
power to act are the secretaries of the 
departments of war, navy, commerce, 
labpr an4 asficulture. 
And they act, 
not ajf ja cpiincll, but by virtue of their 
positions In the cabinet. 


The men who are associated with 
the cabinet ofCicers on the council of 
national defense, such as Julius Ros- 
enwald, panie} E. WHlard, Howard E. 
Coffin, and others, have no authority 
whatsoever. 
'They 
are 
merely ad- 
visers- 


'These men have performed a valu- 
able service for the government since 
t|ie war started- The public little ap- 
preciates the extent of their service. 
By their efforts and their influence 
they have induced corporations to sell 
to the government at surprielngly low 
figure^. 
But they have not done the 
actual buying themselves. 
Every dol- 
lar that is spent at Washington is 
spent under the watchful eye of a gov- 
ernment official. 


Speakers in. and put of congress at- 
tempt to show iiow one firm, in which 
a member of the council or one of Us 
committees is interested, received a 
government contract at a price above 
that bid by a oonipetlng firfn. Favor- 
itisjii is charged. 


In no Instance, so far a^ we have 
been 
able to learn, have speakers 
proved that the interests ot the gov- 
ernment Ji^ve nai i^een fully protect- 
ed pr t^at government officials did not 
ei>ter intp ^eals with their eyes open. 
Speakers have held up oomparatlve 
figures ii} an ^ttepapt to alarm thf 
people, bwt tl^ey have not pointed out 
iliat ''satisfaotory basis'* is often more 
inipprtant than "Ipwpst prjce" Jij the 
awarding of a contract.

Fort Wayne passed the $2,000,000 
mark for building, for the first seven 
months this year, by an eleventh hour 
rally, Tluesday morning.

"The heads of our schools are pro- 
posing to lay emphasis upon the sub- 
jects tending to successful prosecution 
of the war, and I desire to urge young 
men and women of high school and 
college age to make 
every effort to 
enroll for studies this year. 


"True patriotism in our young men 
and women not old enough to go to 
the front may well consist in prepar- 
ing mentally and physically for the 
future."

Mr. Babson's conclusions are baaed 
on the mortality figures of the French 
army tor the full three years of war, 
and attention is called to the fact that 
present 
fighting 
is not resulting in 
anywhere near the number of deaths 
recorded for the first two years.

says: 


"Most of the wounds sustained in 
the trenches are clean cut and of such 
a nature that a few weeks in the hos- 
pital makes the subject as fit as ever, 
djily 800,000

soldiers have 
been discharged on account of wounds 
during the three years of the war.

PERSHING'S TACTICS MUST BE THE SAME AS THOSE OF ANCIENT DAYS SAYS WAR EXPERT

What faces the American army to- 
day, as the great war swings into the 
beginning of its fourth year? 


What is the strategic and tactical 
situation before the allies, and what 
part can Pershing's force play in the 
storming of the German citadel that 
has been breached at some points, but 
etill remains untaken? 


It is possible 
to I'at 
Into 
simple 
words the military situation at this 
moment. 


Let us imagine the central power 
group—Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria 
and 
Turkey—as 
a 
great 
fortress, which is besieged on all sides. 


The kaiser in the "castle keep''^at 
Berlin—like a feudal lord of the mid- 
dle ages—decided to grab his neigh- 
bors' land, and extend the walls of his 
fortress to dominate them. 


Instea dof walls of stonte, this mod- 
ern. Teutonic "fortress" has walls of 
men. 
There are two main 
"keeps" 
or castles—at the ends of the fortress. 
At one end are Germany and Austria- 
Hungary; at the other is Asiatic Tur- 
key. 


Between these two great keeps is a 
connecting link of fortifications, tak- 
ing in Bulgaria and Serbia/ southern 
Rumania and European Turkey. 


Projecting from this great fortress, 
and protecting its main 
walls, 
are 
"outworks," which serve to hold off 
the allied armies. 


These "outworks" were built in the 
first year of the war. It was the "Ger- 
man year." 
For the last two years, 
allied "storming parties" have been at 
work 
reducing 
an 
outwork 
here, 
breaching a "bastion" or front there, 
and pushing ever closer to the main 
keeps. 


The problem was to breach those 
"•vails. 
Tactics change; strategy re- 
mains immutable. 
The ancient Egypr 
tians made their attack upon a walled 
city tdr exactly the same strategic ob- 
ject as Haig or Petain make their at* 
tacks. 
Hannibal, when he started his 
war against Borne by capturing Sagun- 
tum, procMded as Parshlng will have 
to proceed in France.- The difference 


is ©Tie of tactics—not strategy. 
In 
the days of Egypt and Rome and Car- 
thage the problem was to att^^ck a 
walled city; now an army must attack 
a walled nation; walled in with human 
beings. 


The problem before the ancient gen- 
eral was to make a breach in the walls 
and pour his archers and speearmen 
Into the flanks of the defenders, sweep 
them along, and attack them in the 
rear. 
If a wall was breached, the de- 
fenders built a new wall behind the 
breach, and made sallies out to strike 
the attackers on the' flank.

of rain and weather. 
An investment of 


he will remember and repeat them 
If 
given the familiar command or necessary 
apparatus with which to accomplish the 
feat. 


England has availed herself of the sa- 
gacity and strength of the elephant, and 
since all of her mechanical devices axe 
directed toward the business of warfare, 
is adopting 
the 
primitive 
methods 
of 
farming with natural forces. 
This is, of 
course, a very restricted means, a s the 
elephant Is not a common animal in the 
Occident, (but the British circus owners, 
the Sanger Brothers, 
have offered the 
services of all available equipment, which 
•Includes their herd of elephants. 


The huge beasts, accomplish f a r m work 
with ease and apparent enjoyment, and 
drag the heaviest plows without apparent 
effort. 
I^n respect to strength and activ- 
ity, they far-exoel the mule or.horse, and 
a r e scarcely put to shame by the steam 
plow that Ivtmhers along the furrows with 
loss facility t h a n the living machine. 


America Is far more wealthy In this 
valuable animal than the British Islea 
One of yur circuses alone has a herd of 
elephaUts numbering forty head, and the 
other -targe shows have no less than ten 
head «each, and many twice and three 
timea« the number. 
With the aid of th«se 
beactfts. farming could be conspicuously 


food, that hardy beast should be set the 
task of working the fields of grain and 
bearing the burdens of the nation on its 
able, one or tyi-o humped back, as 
the 
case may be equally as much as the horse 
or mule. 


Importance of S y s t e m . 


Camels are 
not as numcirous in 
cir- 
cuses 
as 
elephants, 
thirty 
being 
the 
greatest number any of the big shows 
carry, but they can be made of greater 
use than to parade the streets In gor- 
geous trappings or stand Indplently In a 
roped inclosure to bo made a spectacle 
for curious throngs. 
The beast Is capa- 
ble of hard and Intelllgsnt labor, and can 
do a big bit toward helping on f a r m or 
field or in actual warfare. 


Having enumerated the material equip- 
ment of the circus that can easily be 
made an important function in the ma- 
chinery of Uncle Sam, one must 
take 
into graver consideration the Intelligences 
that controls and manipulates these great 
commercial 
organisations—organisations 
of such high efficiency a s to be emulated 
by military experts. 
These Intellects may 
soon be working out schemes for govern- 
mental 
ef)lclency—adapting 
the 
circus 
game to the ^ r i m game of warfare. 


E;ach departmental head of a circus;Is 
a n expert in his line, and each has.some- 


veterina.ies and many expert stable m e ^ 
who arc so familiar with horsetiesh t h a t 
no tricks or ctrarcs^em can for an instant 
deceive their practiced eye and touch la 
handling or judging an anir::al. 
Thcsji 
men also understand the care and doc« 
toring oi the horse and would be of val« 
uaLle service in a cavalry regiment. 


In transporting horses, the loading Int^ 
stoclv cars is of great importance to tha 
ciicus man, 
for death 
or injury often

Rotterdam, Netherlands, July TT.— 
A revival In German shipping Is the 
latest curious feature of Rotterdam's 
water traffic.

America's dogs are starving! 
Dogs of Fort Wayne declare t h a t is 
true, basing their statements on word 
received from leading dogs In all the 
large cities. 


A. Fido Towser today told a 
re- 
porter of The Sentinel the 
situation 
has reached such a serious condition 
that 
retaliatory 
measures 
may 
be 
necessary. 
He hinted they would be 
drastic. 


"Right here in Fort "Wayne," said 
Towser, "thousands of our best dogs 
are getting insufficient food. 
I 
am 
personally acquainted with many dogs 
that have not had a decent meal in a 
month. 


"In most of the alleys running off 
from Berry street, there is no longer 
a decent meal to be found for even a 
small dog, let alone the big dogs. Gar- 
bage cans that used to be good for a 
fat bone any day in the week now sel- 
dom procure one a week. 


"In the old days most of the cans 
alFio contained 
bits cf meat, 
chunks 
of bread and often various. finer deli- 
cacies. 
These are seldom found now. 
Just last night I visited one of our best 
known garbage cans and found in it 
nothing but a piece of 
string, 
some 
onion tops and 
a 
broken 
bottle 
of 


spoiled catsup. 
In a 
whole 
night's 
search I found scarcely enough to take 
away the sharpest pangs of hunger. 


"This situation cannot 
last 
much 
longer. 
We cannot permit our dogs 
to starve. 
Since people have begun to 
cut out what they call wa.ste there is 
nothing for us. 
We have no poorhouse 
to go to. 
There is no refuge for us. 


"We are considering a national con- 
vention at which an attempt will be 
made to devise plans for feeding Amer- 
ican dogs during the war. 


"Our 
American 
dogs are as 
pa- 
triotic as could be wished. 
They are 
willing to make any necessary sacrifice 
gladly, but they are not willing to be 
starved to death by the acts of people, 
who, though they mean well enough 
in keeping food out of the 
garbage 
cans, are causing dogdom to travel the 
brink of starvation. 


"Something has to be done about it. 
We refuse to starve. 


"If we could 
live on tin cans, 
as 
goats do, it would not be so bad. 
But 
we must have food. 
Dogdom demands 
relief. 
We hesitate to coerce; we don't 
want to bite if barking 
will 
get 
us 
food; but bite we will, if bite must be!"

and are now ready to proceed with thf 
construction of what they believe wil 
be one of the best planned and bes 
adapted buildings for T. M. C. A. work 
in the world. 


Bids Being Secured. 


This elevation sketch is based upon 


he floor plans and has been accepted 
iy the building committee. 
Working 


drawings and specifications have been 
carefully prepared, thoroughly studied 
and are now in the hands of both local 
and out-of-town contractors. Bids are 
:o be received on Wednesday, Aug. 8. 


The Hope hospital buildings have 


just been vacated, the T. M. C. A, now 
has control of the property and will 
complete the payments on the pur- 
chase price during the next few days. 
These buildings will probably be torn 
down by the contractors who are to 
construct the new building. The com- 
mittee is hoping to have construction 
work begin not later than Septem- 
ber 1.

Babson, the eminent statistician, of 
Wellesley, has gathered the following 
figures from a close study of war cas- 
ualties: 


'Fourteen men of every fifteen have 


been safe so far. 


Under present 
conditions, where 


man power is being conserved, no more 
than one inlthirty is killed. 


Only one man in 500 loses a limb— j 


a chance. no greater than in hazard- 
ous conditions at home. 


Mr. Babson's conclusions are based 


on the mortality figures of the-French 
army for the full three years of war, 
and attention is called to the fact that 
present fighting is not. resulting in 
anywhere near the number of deaths 
recorded for the first two years. He 
says: ' 


"'Most of the wounds sustained in 


the trenches are clean cut and of such 
a. nature, that a few weeks in the hos- 
pital, makes the subject as flt as ever. 
Only 300,000 French' soldiers have 
been discharged on account of wounds 
during the three years.of the war. 


. "Fighting in tho trenches, most of 


the wounds are in the top of the head, 
simply scalp wounds. 
Practically 


speaking, a wound is either fatal or 
slight, with .but few in between these 
two extremes."
